FUNDING SUMMARY

 Appropriates a net total of $954.0 million from the General Fund and 11,815.0General Fund FY 2020:
full-time equivalent (FTE) positions for FY 2020 to the Department for the Blind, the College Student Aid
Commission, the Department of Education, and the Board of Regents. This is an increase of $33.2 million
and a decrease of 101.2 FTE positions compared to estimated net FY 2019.

The funding includes $960.8 million associated with appropriations typically funded in the annual Education
Appropriations Bill and a net decrease of $6.8 million to standing appropriations typically funded in the
annual Standing Appropriations Bill. Included in the funding total in this Bill and in the attached tracking is
the standing appropriation of $1.8 million to the College Student Aid Commission for the
Vocational-Technical Tuition Grant.

 Appropriates a total of $40.3 million from the Skilled Worker and Job CreationOther Funds FY 2020:
Fund (SWJCF) for FY 2020. This maintains the current level of funding compared to estimated net FY 2019.

 The Bill includes net decreases to unassigned standing appropriationsStanding Appropriations FY 2020:
totaling $6.8 million compared to estimated net FY 2019. This represents a decrease of $15.0 million
compared to the appropriations specified in statute.

NEW PROGRAMS, SERVICES, OR ACTIVITIES

A new General Fund appropriation of $130,000 for administration of the College Student Aid Commission:
Future Ready Iowa Last-Dollar Scholarship Program and the Future Ready Iowa Skilled Workforce Grant
Program. The new appropriation will fund an additional 1.0 FTE position.

A new General Fund appropriation of $14.8 million for the Future Ready College Student Aid Commission:
Iowa Last-Dollar Scholarship Program, which was enacted in 2018 with an effective date of July 1, 2019.

A new General Fund appropriation of $1.0 million for the Future Ready College Student Aid Commission:
Iowa Skilled Workforce Grant Program, which was enacted in 2018 with an effective date of July 1, 2019.

A General Fund appropriation of $500,000 for the Iowa Learning Online (ILO)Department of Education: 
Initiative. ILO received appropriations of $1.5 million for FY 2014, FY 2015, and FY 2016 but has been
supported by fees and E-Rate dollars since FY 2017.

criterion. Removes the statutory limitation of one eligible certificate program per individual. Permits a
community college to limit an applicant to one eligible certificate program or one career pathway based on
the funding available. Makes changes to the requirements for the initial assessment administered by a
community college to determine an applicant's readiness to complete an eligible certificate program.

EFFECTIVE DATE

on enactment.
